to goc and cafe himſclte, his legs wereſo ſwelled by 
reaſon of the-extraordinary hard tying of them, that 
the Carpenter was-alwaics fetched to: make bigger 
the holes, atwhich they were put.downe to-get out 
their legs againe.

haue all from time to time promiſed ; yer now a- 
gaine our milſcrics are thrice redoubled : for fince 
wee came to this place, you hauenor onely vied vs 
moſt baſcly in other things , bur alſo haue taken a- 
way from vs cuen that poore ſuſtenance, which wee 
bought with our owne monies ; and this hath bene 
done by that enuious man the Maiſter , whom your 
Commaunders doe ſuffer to be their Commander, 
rather then their inferiour . It you conſider all his 
actions, the refreſhing which wee haue bought, 
hath bcene but ſmall, that is to ſay, foure ſmall 
hennes and cockes , and cuen them hath the Mai- 
ſer taken away , and eaten them in the great Cab. . 
bin, which dealing of his, if irbee Chriſtian-like, 
we referjit to your owne diſcretion : and now art laſt, 
for a ſmal cauſe,or nothing atall,to be thus handled, 
ts a ten times worſe affliction, then euer was inflicted 
vpon vs, for to chaine vs vp like ſo many dogs, and 
to let vs lic inthe raineand ſtormes of the night, 
without any ſhelter , which is alſo brought to paſſe 
by the Maiſter : For (Commander)*we conſidering 
your gentlenes, ſo that you can diſpenſe with _ :

But God that is 
abouc all , knowes all , and in his gogd time will re- 
medyall. Thus much-we haue thought good to cer- 
tific vnto you,not in the way of intreaty, for that we 
ſee is vaine, but onely that you may know, we now 
neuer looke to comealiue out of you hands : forby 
all manifeſt appearance, you ſecke to take euen our 
lives trom vs : and this ſhall bee a true argument of 
our gricued hearts , witneſſing to all men, how vn- 
chriſtianlike wee haue bin, and are vſed by you, for 
in all this wee haue not expreſſed the tenth part of 
your cruelty, yetwe hope, that for this time itſhall
